At the 3 Mile Stone. On the left is Cranbourn Lodge, the ſeat of His Royal High- 
 _ neſs the Duke of Gloncefter. 
Near which is Fern Hill, the feat of Lady Knowles, 
On the right is New Lodge, the ſeat of General Hod/on. 
Likewiſe the ſeats of Sir Alexander Crawford, Standlake Batſon 
and Skinner, Eſqrs. 6 
On Wingfield Plain is a Free Grammar School, endowed by 
Lord, Ranelagh. 


At the 4 Mile Stone, On the left is Aſcot Place, the ſeat of the late Andrew Lin- 
dergreen, Eſq. and Aſcot Heath, where His Majeſiy's Stag 
Hounds are kept, and His Majeſty's Plate of 100 guincas 
is Annually run for. 
Adjoining to this are the Celebrated Wells of Sunning Hill, 
called by many the Montpelier of England. |
